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CURRENT TOPICS 


Not too Saint-like 


We usually welcome and applaud the guidance which the 
Council of The Law Society give under the heading ‘‘ The 
Practice of the Law.” We regret that there are two matters 
in this month's Gazette on which we think they go too far. 
In May, 1958, the Council commented adversely on solicitors 
who do not attend court with counsel nor make arrangements 
for a responsible member of their staff or for an agent to be 
present. While we agreed with the Council in principle, we 
thought that there were cases in which it was unreasonable 
to expect literal compliance. The Council have now returned 
to the charge. Their attention has been drawn to the 
practice of some solicitors failing to attend proceedings in 
quarter sessions and magistrates’ courts where counsel is 
instructed and they desire to make it quite clear that their 
previous opinion applies to all courts, and emphasise that 
it is the duty of a solicitor to be present personally, or by a 
responsible representative or agent, throughout court pro- 
ceedings in which counsel is instructed. We do not believe 
that this is in all cases either reasonable or necessary. The 
problem usually arises out of the need to be in two places at 
once and to suggest that it can be solved by arranging for a 
member of another firm, who knows nothing and can know 
nothing more than counsel about the case, to be present, is 
unrealistic. The Council have also said that a solicitor 
should not accept instructions from the police to prosecute 
a driver who has been involved in an accident, and also act 
for a plaintiff in a civil action for damages against that driver, 
whether he is instructed in the first place by the plaintiff or 
by the prosecution. We concede that there may be objections 
to a solicitor who is instructed in civil proceedings subse- 
quently accepting instructions to prosecute: we cannot 
ee any objection when the order is reversed. On both these 
matters we consider that the Council are seeking to fix too 
high and too rigid a standard. 


Solicitors and Estate Agents 


THE June issue of the journal of the Chartered Auctioneers’ 
ind Estate Agents’ Institute contains a report of last month’s 
conference between the council of the institute and represen- 
tatives of its branches. One subject of discussion was liaison 
with solicitors. By forty-six votes to thirteen a motion was 
arried “ That the council should approach The Law Society 
with a view to securing more satisfactory liaison between 
solicitors and agents in regard to property sales and, in 
particular, with a view to arranging that when a sale has been 
effected, the solicitors acting for the vendor should make it 
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their standard practice to notify the agent as soon as contracts 
are signed and exchanged.” Various comments were made in 
discussion. One member considered it to be the agent’s duty 
to follow up sales and to ascertain from the solicitor the stage 
which the contract had reached. Another thought it far 
more important to be informed when negotiations had broken 
down. Another point made was the importance of knowing 
when a contract relating to an agricultural holding had been 
exchanged ; a valuation clause suitable for March might not 
be suitable for September. The discussion clearly brought 
out the use branches of the institute made of local law societies 
to the mutual advantage of their members. In a general 
discussion which followed the adoption of the motion, we are 
glad to see that a member remarked that, when agents knew 
a property was coming into the market, they should supply 
the solicitor concerned with the deeds before the sale was 
effected. It was mentioned that agents should assist the 
vendor's solicitor by giving him early the addresses of the 
purchaser's solicitors, the county and local authorities, etc., 
to enable searches to be put in hand. One member complained 
that frequently estate agents were asked to give evidence at 
the last moment with scarcely a chance to prepare a case, and 
this was not fair to the witness or client. The institute’s 
president (Mr. W. Les.tie Burt) said that all points raised 
would be carefully considered before the commencement of 
the discussions that the council of the institute were about to 
have with The Law Society on matters of mutual interest. 


Impersonating, Policemen 


AN awful warning to any motorists who fancy playing at 
being policemen is recorded in the Journal of Criminal Law, 
No. 94 (April-June, 1960). The warning takes the form of a 
detailed report of a case brought against two young men last 
January at Croydon Magistrates’ Court. The men were 
driving a Wolseley 6/80 which had other features besides its 
make in common with cars used by the Metropolitan Police, 
namely, a bell and an aerial fitted in similar positions to those 
adopted on police cars. The case resulted from a Hillman 
police car’s driving at some 50 m.p.h. in pursuit of a suspected 
stolen car. The police crew heard behind them the bell fitted 
to the Wolseley car, which overtook them, its occupants 
shouting: ‘ Pull in, we are police.” Later the police car 
overtook and stopped the Wolseley car. When the police 
officers approached it one of the accused said: ‘‘ We are 
police and are reporting you for exceeding the speed limit.” 
In due course the occupants of the Wolseley car were found 
guilty of charges under the Metropolitan Police Act, 1839, 
s. 17, in connection with taking the designation of a person 
appointed as a constable; the Motor Vehicles (Construction 
and Use) Regulations, 1955, reg. 19, and the Road Traffic 
Act, 1930, s. 3, as regards using a motor vehicle fitted with a 
bell; and the Motor Vehicles (Use and Construction) 
Regulations, 1955, reg. 84, for sounding an instrument fitted 
to a vehicle for signalling its approach between 11.30 p-m. 
and 7 a.m. on a road in a built-up area. A charge of 
obstructing the police in the execution of their duty was 
dismissed. Fines totalling £25 with two and a half guineas 
costs were imposed on each of the accused. 


Music in a Coffee Bar 


. er 
PoRTsMOUTH Magistrates’ Court was recently confronted 
with a case in which two persons were summoned for playing 
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music to the public without a music licence. There was 
evidence that a juke box was played in a room used as a club 
and that next to this room was a coffee bar which was used 
by members of the public. There was an archway between 
the two rooms, but no door, and both rooms were owned b\ 
the defendants. It was alleged that the coffee bar, in which 
the music from the juke box could be heard, was being used 
for the purpose of public music. The defendants were 
convicted of playing music to the public without a music 
licence, and this decision is similar to that of the Divisional 
Court in Amusement Equipment Co., Ltd. v. McMillan (1941), 
85 Sor. J. 333. In that case an automatic gramophone (in 
those days the courts, at least, did not use the term ‘ juke 
box’ !) was installed in premises which also contained 
amusement machines, pin-tables, dart-boards and _ rifle 
targets. The premises were open to the public daily without 
charge for admission and it was held that the occupiers were 
guilty of an offence under s. 51 of the Public Health Acts 
Amendment Act, 1890, as there was ample evidence that the 
premises were kept for public entertainment and, among 
other things, for public music. The fact that no charge for 
admission to the premises was made would seem to be 
irrelevant as the offence was committed where a band played 
operatic and dance music to skaters in a skating rink to which 
the admission charge was Is. (R. v. Tucker (1877), 2Q.B.D. 417) 
and where entertainers on a piece of waste land on the cliffs 
at Margate sent a hat round at short intervals for donations 
(Farndale v. Bainbridge (1898), 42 Sox. J. 192). 


What’s in a Name? 


Ir this question was first asked by William Shakespeare, 
one answer to it was given by Tyron Edwards, the American 
theologian and editor, when he said that names “ certainly 
are influences—impressions are left and opinions are shaped 
by them.” It seems that Edwards’s view is shared by 
Dartford Rural District Council because they have changed 
the name of Gorse Hill, a stretch of the A.20 upon which 
many fatal accidents have occurred, to Death Hill. They 
have taken this step in the hope that it will discourage 
‘speeding, particularly by motor cyclists, and the MINISTER 
OF TRANSPORT is to be asked to approve the erection of 
illuminated street signs bearing the new name of this part 
of the highway. It will be interesting to see if this change 
has the desired effect. Apart from statute, a local authority 
has no power to change the name of streets (Anderson v. 
Dublin Corporation (1885), 15 L.R. Ir. 410), but s. 18 of the 
Public Health Act, 1925, enables an urban authority by 
order to alter the name of any street, and “‘ street ” includes, 
inter alia, any highway (s. 4 of the Public Health Act, 1875). 
However, before such a change can be made, not less than 
one month before the making of the order the urban authority 
must cause notice of the intended order to be posted at 
each end of the street or in some conspicuous position in the 
street and every such notice is required to contain a statement 
that the intended order may be made by the urban authority 
on or at any time after the day named in the notice and that 
an appeal lies to a magistrates’ court against the intended 
order at the instance of any person aggrieved within twenty- 
one days after the posting of the notice (s. 18 of the 1925 Act). 
Where s. 18 of the 1925 Act has not been adopted, the local 
authority must follow the more cumbersome procedure 
contained in s. 21 of the Public Health Acts Amendment 
Act, 1907.

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ARTICLED CLERKS AND NATIONAL INSURANCE 


PRIVATE insurance is looked on by some of us as a foolish 
way of dissipating our never-sufficient means, while others 
regard it as an essential ingredient of the orderly, well- 
planned life: it all depends on our characters, but no one, 
however thrifty, seems to like paying for those little stamps 
which give us a stake in the national scheme of insurance. 
It is particularly difficult for a healthy and impecunious 
young man with no family responsibilities to take delight 
in paying several shillings each week in exchange for the 
cloudy promise of benefits for sickness, death and maternity. 


Benjamin and Another v. Minister of Pensions and 
National Insurance 

Both solicitors and their articled clerks will therefore be 
sorry to read of the decision of Salmon, J., in Benjamin and 
Another v. Minister of Pensions and National Insurance (a 
case which has not yet been reported, so these words must 
be regarded as an eye-witness account). That The Law 
Society regarded this appeal from the determination of the 
Minister as being of importance to solicitors can be judged 
from the fact that the society adopted and supported the 
proceedings. The case was an appeal by way of case stated 
from a determination of the Minister that an articled clerk, 
a Mr. Kennedy, was included in the class of employed persons 
for the purposes of the National Insurance Act, 1946, and was 
therefore liable to pay insurance contributions. The facts as 
found by the Minister were entirely unremarkable. On 
sist August, 1954, Kennedy entered into clerkship with a 
solicitor, the articles being in a common form and not 
providing for any remuneration to be paid to the clerk ; 
indeed the principal made it quite clear before the articles were 
executed that there was no question of the clerk receiving 
any financial reward. However, at Christmas, 1954, the 
clerk received a present of a cheque for £10, drawn in his 
favour by the firm of solicitors of which his principal was a 
partner, and at Christmas, 1955, he was given a further 
heque for £25. Both sums were intended as presents, it 
being the custom of the partners to give all their staff some 
sort of Christmas box. At about the beginning of January 
the solicitor told his clerk that he was pleased with him and 
that in recognition of his work the firm would give him {100 
in 1956 which he was to spend on holidays and not to use for 
his general living expenses. At the suggestion of the solicitor 
the sum was paid in four equal payments as and when the 
lerk asked for the money. The first three such payments, 
in March, July and September, 1956, were all linked up with 
the clerk’s holidays in some way, but the fourth cheque for 
£25 was handed over in December, 1956, when the clerk was 
in the middle of a course at law tutors and therefore not in 
attendance at the solicitor’s office at all. He did not return 
to the office until after the successful outcome of his studies 
in the summer of 1957, after which date he was paid {£5 
weekly as he was then, to use the words of his principal, 
‘to all intents and purposes a solicitor.’ The Minister 
determined, inter alia, that during the whole of 1956 the 
clerk was an employed person, and against that part of the 
decision the firm of solicitors appealed. 


Appellants’ argument 
It was argued on behalf of the appellants that the clerk 
was not “ gainfully occupied in employment,” although 
“under a contract of service’ (National Insurance Act, 
1946, s. 1 (2) (a)), since the contract did not provide for any 





payment, nor had the clerk entered on the occupation with 
the hope or intention of obtaining gain in return for his 
services ; furthermore, the payments were only occasional 
gifts and were not sufficient in the way of regularity and 
frequency to cause the occupation to be described as gainful, 
until the clerk began to receive {5 a week as a regular payment. 
Counsel for the appellants relied in part on the definition 
of “ gainfully occupied’ to be found in the judgment in 
Vandyk v. Minister of Pensions and National Insurance [1955 
1 Q.B. 29: in that case the appellant, partially paralysed 
after poliomyelitis, was held to be within the section although 
he made no profit from his appointment, since the salary 
was swallowed up by the expenses of travelling to work in his 


special circumstances. Slade, J., said of the words 
“gainfully occupied ”’ in s. 1 (2) (a) : 
“ | think that . . . they mean nothing more than a person 


who receives something from his master as the fruit of his 
labour, that is to say, who receives from his master under 
the contract of employment something by way of 
remuneration for the services which he is contractually 
bound to render to the master under the contract of 
service.” 

The tax cases relating to voluntary payments were also 
relied on. The distinction between the cricket “ benefit” 
matches in Seymour v. Reed (Inspector of Taxes) {1927} A.C. 
554, and in Moorhouse (Inspector of Taxes) v. Dooland |1955) 
Ch. 284, is that in the latter case a cricketer was entitled 
to receive voluntary payments (that is “ benefits ’’) under his 
contract of service whereas in the earlier case there had been 
no provision in the contract for any payments other than 
salary. Mr. Seymour was therefore required to pay no tax 
on the proceeds of his “ benefits,’’ while Mr. Dooland’s 
‘ benefits ’’ were held to be taxable under Sched. E as being 
‘fees, wages, perquisites or profits”’ arising from his 
employment. (It would be improper to suggest that the 
growth of legal avoidance of tax had in any way influenced 
the later decision.) 

The clerk in the present case certainly did not receive the 
payment of £100 under his contract of service, but did that 
necessarily and automatically lift the payment out of the 
class of remuneration ? One can see the practical difficulty : 
it is of course a matter of degree, since the payment of 
substantial sums to an employee, even if they were expressed 
to be gifts and even if the employment was otherwise 
gratuitous, must be regarded as colourable transactions to 
avoid the incidence of compulsory insurance and possibly 
also taxation. On the other hand it would be ridiculous to 
regard presents of small sums, whether given at Christmas or 
at any other time, as qualifying the employee for classification 
among the gainfully employed. 


Judgment 


In rejecting the appeal on Ist June, Salmon, J., first of all 
said that he had come to the clear conclusion that in order 
to make an employee insurable gain need not be provided 
for in the contract of service. If in the result the employee 
did receive remuneration, he would be gainfully employed 
whatever the contract might say or not say. In other words, 
since no one can contract out of paying insurance, the terms 
of the employment are only relevant if they lay down some 
remuneration, not if they are silent in that respect. Secondly, 
was it necessary for the employee to have had the hope, 
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intention and desire of being gainfully employed ? The learned 
judge referred to the instances of writers and painters, who 
received no reward during employment and had no certainty 
of making anything when their work was completed, but 
certainly had the “hope, intention and desire” of gain. 
This; he indicated, merely brought a class of persons within 
the Act who so far had made no gains, but even without such 
motives he said employment became gainful if gain in fact 
resulted ; in any case, he was satisfied that certainly from 
January, 1956, onwards the clerk had the hope, the intention 
and the desire to receive the promised £100. 

Finally, the learned judge held that the crucial test in all 
cases, whether on tax or insurance, was the true reason for the 
remuneration : did it arise as a direct result of the employment, 
or was it due to the personality of the employee? Ifthe

WHERE there is no vision, the people perish. So long as 
the Council of The Law Society maintain the present volume 
and standard of their proposals for reforming our law and 
legal system, our chances of survival are good. This year’s 
annual report contains over thirty pages of practical sugges- 
tions for change, comprising the business of the county 
courts, legal aid under the Poor Prisoners’ Defence Act, 1930, 
liability in tort of one spouse to the other, estate duty, 
innocent misrepresentation, artificial insemination, the 
probation service and the law of domicile. 

No one could claim that the Council’s proposals for dealing 
with sore of the difhiculties encountered in the county courts 
are visionary in the sense of being wildly impracticable. Their 
inquiries have revealed that congestion and delay arising out 
of adjournments appear to be confined largely to the lengthy 
and complex cases in London and the Home Counties. They 
suggest that there are two ways of solving the problem : 
one is to appoint more judges and to build more courts in 
particular congested areas, while the other is to establish 
a Central County Court, preferably within the precincts of 
the Royal Courts of Justice, to accommodate the more 
substantial county court actions in London and its neighbour- 
hood. We agree that judgment summonses should be heard 
at the major county courts on days specially set aside for the 
purpose and that registrars should have jurisdiction to deal 
with them, subject in all cases to an appeal to the judge. 

It seems that there is a move on foot to amend the Poor 
Prisoners’ Defence Act, 1930, so as to enable a court to assign 
counsel only to defend a prisoner whether or not the applica- 
tion is made prior to the commencement of the trial. As a 
matter of principle the Council could not accept that the 
law should be amended so as to deprive an accused person of 
the services of a solicitor merely, it appears, because such 
deprivation would result in a more expeditious trial. They are 
of the opinion that if all or most of the applications for defence 
certificates made to committing justices were dealt with at 
that stage of the proceedings, there would be a useful saving 
in time between committal and trial. We have observed in 
some places the tendency, to which the Council refer, of com- 
mitting justices to leave to the court of trial the decision 
whether a defence certificate should be granted. While the 
Council’s memorandum is confined to the working of the 
Old Bailey, the contents appear to us to be of general 
application, '

WITHOUT DECAY 


Husband v. Wife 

Of more widespread interest is the Council's proposal that 
husband and wife should be permitted to sue one another in 
tort while they are married. The present law, which is 
severely restrictive, produces some curious anomalies. A 
woman who is a passenger in a motor car driven by her 
negligent husband is legally in a much worse position than 
her own son or daughter or her husband’s mistress. Again, 
the present rules, as the Council point out, sometimes operate 
to the detriment of third parties. A woman who is a 
passenger in her husband’s car may be injured as the result 
of her husband’s negligence and the negligence of another 
driver. The wife can recover in full from the other drive: 
Again, where a married person has committed a tort against 
his or her spouse in the course of his or her employment as 4 
servant of some third party, the injured spouse can hold the 
employer responsible and the employer may not be able to 
claim an indemnity from the wrongdoer. We agree with the 
Council that it is unjustifiable that the amount of damages 
which the third party may be called upon to pay should be 
dependent upon whether his co-defendant is or is not married 
to the plaintiff. 

The memorandum on estate duty deserves more space than 
we can give in the course of this article and we shall be 
publishing a detailed article on it in due course. 


Iconoclasm 

The proposals relating to innocent misrepresentation are 
radical and revolutionary and thus likely to encounter more 
opposition than any of the others. The Council recommend 
that, subject to certain reservations, in any case where 4 
person has been induced to enter into a contract through the 
innocent representations of another, he should be allowed to 
bring an action for damages for the actual loss which he has 
suffered by reason of the representations being untrue without 
prejudice to any right of rescission otherwise open to him 
The Council further recommend that it should not be possible 
to exclude this liability in cases where the value of the 
transaction does not exceed £1,000. 

The Council’s memorandum on artificial insemination 
received some publicity when it was published a year ago and 
so we need not go over the same ground. The probation 
service may be thought to lie outside the experience of mos‘ 
solicitors and possibly for this reason we find the memorandum 
on this subject the least satisfactory of the eight. It is not 
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that the proposals contained in it are unsound, but there is 
little in them which can be said to be peculiarly a lawyer's 
contribution. ; 
Finally, we must deal with domicile as we have dealt with 
estate duty and leave it to be the subject of another article. 
In our view law reform is one of the most valuable services

INCIDENTAL TAX SAVING—II 


TRADING COMPANIES 


fAXATION may be the mother of investment companies, but 
a trading company normally comes into existence for a 
perfectly sound commercial reason. This does not mean 
that the tax implications of incorporation can be ignored, 
and in a borderline case the decision to incorporate or not 
to incorporate may depend on proper advice about tax. 

he first and greatest tax advantage of a company over 
an individual trader is the power to make some reserves out 
of trading profits without payment of surtax. The company 
pays income tax on its profits like anyone else, but no surtax 
is payable on profits retained within the company unless 
the company is one to which s. 245 of the Income Tax Act, 
1952, applies, and the Special Commissioners make a surtax 
direction on the ground that a reasonable proportion of the 
profits have not been distributed. In practice, this means 
that by adopting a carefully considered policy of distribution 
one can accumulate reasonable reserves free of surtax, and 
with a company whose business depends on wasting assets 
such as mineral deposits or short leaseholds the reserves can 
be very substantial. 

his surtax advantage has to be weighed against loss of 
earned income relief, coupled with liability for profits tax 
which attaches to companies but not to individuals. Income 
which is not distributed to individuals escapes surtax and 
in the same way it also fails to qualify for earned income 
relief. The maximum saving of tax afforded by earned income 
relief is approximately 1s. 9d. in the {, which is less than 
the lowest rate of surtax, but the addition of profits tax 

in sometimes tip the balance. 


Profits tax 
(he detailed computations for profits tax, and the special 
rules about accounting periods, are matters for accountants, 
ut the solicitor should at least know sufficient about the 
asic principles to take an intelligent part in discussing the 
pros and cons of incorporation. Under cl. 61 of the Finance 
Sill, profits tax is to be charged at a flat 2s. 6d. in the {, as 
mpared with the lowest surtax rate of 2s.; it begins at 
{2,000 per annum, and on profits between £2,000 and £12,000 
there is an abatement on a sliding scale. If the business has a 
‘ingle proprietor his saving of surtax on money accumulated 
»y a company would be sure to exceed the profits tax and 
ss of earned income relief, but where there are several 
proprietors, none of them very far into the surtax range, 
their collective saving of surtax could be less than the 
idditional taxation attracted by incorporation. 

Since profits below £2,000 are free of profits tax, and those 
between £2,000 and £12,000 qualify for the abatement, it 
may be worth while to split the business into parts and form 
\ separate company to take over each part. If this possibility 
is not explored at the time of first incorporation it may be 


too late to do it afterwards, because s. 32 of the Finance 
Act, 1951, gives the Special Commissioners power to direct 
that steps taken to avoid or reduce profits tax shall be 
ignored. If an existing company transfers its business to 
several new companies in order to reduce the total profits 
tax payable, a direction can be made ; but if an unincorporated 
business is transferred to several companies there can be no 
direction for the simple reason that, profits tax not having 
been payable at all before the operation, there cannot be any 
intention to avoid or reduce it. 

In the same way it is essential to consider at the time of 
first incorporation the question of director control. Director- 
controlled companies suffer disadvantages for profits tax 
because there are limits on the amount of remuneration to 
directors which can be charged against profits and certain 
other payments to directors are disallowed. It may be quite 
simple at the beginning to arrange that the company shall 
never become director-controlled, but a later change of 
directors to remove control is one of the commonest grounds 
for a direction under s. 32. The section is confined to profits 
tax and so far there is no general anti-avoidance provision 
of this type for income tax or even surtax. When the clause 
first appeared in the 1951 Finance Bill, it applied to income 
tax as well as profits tax, but the reference to income tax 
was happily lost en route to the Royal Assent. That the 
subject is not closed is shown by cl. 26 of the Finance Bill 
which proposes to cancel tax advantages from certain 
transactions in securities. 


Estate duty 

One of the advantages of incorporation is that shares in 
a company are more easily disposed of than a partnership 
share or a one-man business. Company shares can be divided 
between members of the family in any proportions desired 
and are ideally suited to settlement on discretionary trusts; 
different classes of capital can be created with an almost 
infinite variety of dividend and voting rights to meet particular 
needs, and fees carrying earned income relief can be paid to 
directors without any close correspondence to the value of 
the duties performed. In the case of a partnership or a 
one-man business these objects cannot be achieved except 
by extremely cumbersome means and some of them cannot 
be achieved at all. 

At the same time incorporation brings its own estate duty 
problems. Our fathers, with their aptitude for manipulating 
company affairs to the detriment of the Revenue, called down 
retribution on us all in the shape of anti-avoidance provisions 
so sweeping that today the unwary may be penalised as well 
as the schemers. Under s. 55 of the Finance Act, 1940, 
shares which pass on a death may be chargeable on the assets 
basis of valuation, if the company was a “ controlled” one 
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at any time within the previous five years, and the deceased 
himself had control during the same period. It is practically 
impossible to avoid a family company being “ controlled ” 
within the meaning of this legislation, but it is comparatively 
easy to arrange that the head of the family shall not himself 
have control. Indeed, the only difficulty is the psychological 
one of persuading him that the business can survive after he 
has parted with legal control. The point is that if this problem 
is tackled at the time of incorporation of the company the 
head of the family need never assume control, and the assets 
basis will not apply even if he dies within five years; any 
steps taken at a later stage to divest him of control will not 
be effective unless he survives by a further five years. 

The simplest way to avoid control for the purpose of s. 55 
is to hold less than 50 per cent. of the shares and not to 
take governing director's powers, or any other special rights 
which could bring one within the artificial definitions contained 
in the Finance Acts, 1940 and 1954. This course has the 
additional advantage that, quite apart from the question of 
assets basis, a minority holding in a private company is 
likely to have a lower market value per share than a majority 
holding. 

If the head of the family is prepared to take a minority 
shareholding in the new company, but wishes to draw a salary 
from it, s. 46 of the Finance Act, 1940, has to be watched. 
This section charges estate duty on the company itself if 
the deceased has made a transfer to the company at any 
time, and has received benefits from it during the five years 
before his death. In our case the head of the family will 
certainly have made a transfer because he has sold the business 
to the company, but “ benefit ’’ does not include reasonable 
remuneration paid to the deceased as an officer of the 
company. The moral is that we should insist on a proper 
service agreement between the company and the prospective 
deceased, and should obtain and preserve some evidence, 
such as the accountant’s recommendation, that the salary 
fixed is no more than a reasonable reward in all the 
circumstances for the services to be rendered. 


Sharing the loot 

Once the company is in being advice may be needed about 
the best way of dealing with the profits which are to be 
withdrawn. Salaries and fees paid to directors carry earned 
income relief, while dividends do not, and for that reason 
family companies prefer to distribute their profits so far as 
possible in the form of directors’ remuneration. Any 
remuneration which is not ‘‘ wholly and exclusively laid out 
or expended for the purposes of the trade ” can be disallowed 
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under s. 137 of the Income Tax Act, 1952, as a charge against 
the company’s profits, but it is not the practice of inspectors 
to inquire too closely whether the company is getting value 
for its money. In an extreme case the point may be taken 
and this happened in Copeman v. William Flood & Sons, Ltd. 
[1941] 1 K.B. 202, where the court refused to believe that a 
schoolgirl had sufficient experience of pig-dealing to justify 
a fee paid to her by a company engaged in that business. , 


When there is a danger of a surtax direction under s. 245 
of the 1952 Act, the question is often asked whether payment 
of substantial remuneration to director-shareholders counts 
as a distribution. The answer seems to be that payment of 
remuneration is not strictly a distribution for this purpose, 
and cannot be relied on in arguing with the Special Commis- 
sioners about whether the company has distributed a reason- 
able part of its actual income. On the other hand, if the 
payments are sufficiently large they may reduce the undis- 
tributed profits to a level which will not engage the attention of 
the Special Commissioners at all. This is often the case with 
smaller companies, but a large controlled company with 
profits running well into five figures will probably be wise to 
declare some dividend as well as paying remuneration to the 
controlling directors. 


Losses regained 


On general principle, if there is such a thing in income tax, 
losses made by the business before incorporation should be 
lost for ever, but in fact s. 343 of the 1952 Act, gives a useful 
relief. If the business has been transferred to a company in 
consideration solely or mainly of the allotment of shares to the 
former proprietor, he can carry forward the losses into any year 
in which he or his nominee still holds the shares, and claim 
relief against both remuneration and dividends paid to him 
by the company. To obtain this benefit the shares must be 
taken up and retained by the former proprietor, or the partners 
in the case of a partnership business, and this means that 
one cannot take advantage of s. 343, and at the same time 
avoid control of the company with a view to minimising 
estate duty. There is little hardship in this, because where a 
business has made useful losses estate duty is not generally 
an immediate problem. 


Considering how often company formation is used to reduce 
the individual burden of taxation, the section is a most 
gentlemanly gesture on the part of the Revenue, and it 
would be ungracious not to take full advantage of it in all 
appropriate cases.

It is strange how, in many fields of the law, particular subjects 
become topical at particular times for no or little apparent 
reason. Thus, the doctrine that a local highway authority 
are not liable in tort for acts of nonfeasance is at least 150 years 
old (Russell v. Men of Devon (1788), 2 Term. Rep. 667), but it 
has recently come under review consequential on the passing 
of the (largely consolidating) Highways Act, 1959, and the 
suggestion of the Bar Council (see p. 237, ante) that this special 
defence should be abolished. Then come two decisions of 
the Court of Appeal, each defining anew in some measure 
the extent of the defence. 


Nonfeasance defence 

First, however, it is desirable to re-state the defence itself, 
which is to the effect that no common-law action will lie 
against the “ inhabitants at large,” now the local highway 
authority (see Highways Act, 1959, s. 298, preserving the 
defence), for damage suffered in consequence of the authority’s 
failure to perform their statutory duty to keep the highway in 
repair, a duty which was for the first time squarely imposed 
on the highway authority by s. 44 (1) of the 1959 Act. Asa 
consequence of this special defence, a car driver cannot claim 
in respect of broken springs or a pedestrian in respect of a 
broken arm, where the damage in question was occasioned 
by pot-holes or broken paving slabs due simply to lack of 
repair. 

The defence is, however, construed strictly ; it is available 
to. the highway authority only when acting as such, and it 
cannot be pleaded by a local authority acting in any other 
capacity (e.g., as sewer authority, by way of an excuse for not 
sewering the district: Smeaton v. Ilford Corporation [1954 
Ch. 450). Further than this, the defence is not available 
to the highway authority when acting, even in relation to 
the highway itself, in some other capacity. Thus, if the local 
authority, being both highway and sewer authority, construct 
sewer grids in the street for the purpose of draining the 
highway, and these become defective and cause injury, the 
highway authority will not be liable, as the grids are in such 
circumstances part of the highway (see Papworth v. Battersea 
Corporation (No. 2) {1916) 1 K.B. 583); on the other hand, 
if the grids in question were constructed for the purpose of 
ventilating a public sewer which happened to have been laid 
under the street, and they became defective, it seems that the 
special defence would not be available to the local authority, 
qua sewer authority (Winslow v. Bushey Urban District 
Council (1908), 72 J.P. 259); but again, if the true cause 
of the injury were the condition of the highway surrounding 
the sewer grid (or man-hole), the authority would be able to 
plead nonfeasance (Thompson v. Brighton Corporation 1894 
1 Q.B. 332). Even if the highway authority are acting in 
their capacity as road traffic authority—a function which 
would seem to be very closely related to that of highway 
authority—nonfeasance cannot be pleaded, as was seen in

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behind. Does her conduct amount to an abandonment of 
her rights in it ? 

It is unprofitable to speculate on such matters, even it 
interesting, but one thing is clear. As more and more cases 
are decided, the vision of the cadi grows dimmer. Soon it 
will be all law and no palm tree.

Skilton v. Epsom and Ewell Urban District Council (1937 
1 K.B. 112, where the cause of the damage was a loose traffi 
stud which flew off and injured a passing cyclist. Failure to 
remove defective tramrails, where the tramway system had 
been disused, was also held not to be protected by the special 
defence of nonfeasance in Simon v. Islington Borough Council 
1943) K.B. 188. Moreover, as the Departmental Committee 
who drafted the 1959 Act pointed out (Cmnd. 630, at p. 168), 
a “minor breach ’”’ has been made in the rule of immunit: 
by s. 89 of the 1959 Act, which requires the highway authority 
to maintain any cattle-grid or other works related thereto, 
and expressly excludes the nonfeasance defence in such 
circumstances. 


Recent decisions 


The two recent Court of Appeal decisions above referred to 
are of particular interest, as they fall on either side of the line 
between nonfeasance as a defence, and circumstances in which 
the defence is of no avail. In Burton v. West Sussex County 
Council [1960] 2 W.L.R. 745; p. 349, ante, the defendants, 
the highway authority for a country road, had quite properly 
carried out certain improvement works which alleviated 
flooding on a certain part of the road, but which were not 
adequate completely to obviate flooding at all times. On the 
day in question there was a thin sheet of water on tle road, 
which turned to ice in the evening, and was the cause of an 
accident from which the plaintiff suffered injuries. It is often 
said that whilst a highway authority may not be liable for 
acts of nonfeasance, they are responsible for acts of mis- 
feasance (where they have done something badly), or acts 
of malfeasance (where they have caused a danger by some 
positive act or acts): see McClelland v. Manchester Corpora- 
tion [1912] 1 K.B. 118. In the instant case it was argued that 
the highway authority were guilty of misfeasance in that they 
had attempted to improve the drainage but had not completed 
the work adequately ; in other words, although the work they 
did had been done properly, it would have been better for them 
(from their point of view of liability) if they had done nothing 
at all. This argument was not acceptable to any of their 
lordships in the Court of Appeal. As was said by 
Ormerod, L.J.: “‘ If a highway authority does work on a road 
by way of repair or reconstruction it must be done properly, 
and in such a way as not to cause a danger on the road. That 
does not mean, in my judgment, that, in a case like the present 
one, where some work has been done and done properly to 
improve the drainage of the road, the defendants should be 
held liable for failing to do further work which would result 
in further improvement of the drainage, although, without 
further work, the road may still be liable to flooding. To 
hold otherwise, would, in my judgment, be extending the 
rule as to misfeasance to a point far beyond that established 
by authority "’; in other words, the courts are not prepared 
to restrict the defence of nonfeasance to vanishing point,

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although many of the decisions cited above have operated to 
cut it down very considerably. 

The other decision, Pemberton v. Bright and Devon County 
Council [1960) 1 W.L.R. 436 ; p. 349, ante, was also concerned 
with flooding, but here the flooding complained of was caused 
by the blockage by debris of a culvert constructed by the 
highway authority to carry a stream under the highway, 
and the flooding caused damage to the plaintiff's premises 
adjoining the highway after heavy rain. If the debris had 
been cleared away at the crucial time by the defendant 
highway authority's servants, the damage would presumably 
not have been caused. The defence of nonfeasance was not 
pleaded at all, so far as appears, by the highway authority, 
for in diverting this stream and causing it to flow under the 
highway, they were undertaking a positive act, and they would 
be responsible on the basis of misfeasance or malfeasance 
(see, e.g., Pearce v. Croydon Rural District Council (1910), 
74 J.P. 429). It was held that, in constructing the culvert 
in the manner in which they had (as long ago as 1926) the 
highway authority had caused a potential nuisance, and they 
were therefore held responsible for the consequences. 

The doctrine of nonfeasance as a defence applies also to a 
bridge where this is part of a highway (Municipality of Picton 
v. Geldert [1893) A.C. 524), but the defence cannot be pleaded 
in respect of a swing bridge in a dockyard (Guilfoyle v. Port of 
London Authority [1932] 1 K.B. 336), or by a public utility 
undertaking responsible for the maintenance of a bridge, 
not being themselves the highway authority (Swain v. 
Southern Railway [1939] 2 All E.R. 794). 

A somewhat unusual application of the defence was success- 
tul in Baxter v. Stockton-on-Tees Corporation [1959] 1 Q.B. 441. 
Here a road had been constructed by a county council and 
subsequently became vested in the defendant borough council 
as highway authority under the Local Government Act, 1929. 
It was said that the cause of the accident to the plaintiff 
was the original negligent method of construction of the 
highway by the county council ; whilst this was not admitted, 
it was held by the Court of Appeal that as the borough council 
had merely kept the highway as they found it when they took 
it over, they could not be held responsible and they were 
entitled to make use of the ‘‘ nonfeasance ’’ defence. 


Future of the defence 
So much for the existing law. Is this special defence, 
hedged about with artificial distinctions and dating from the 
days when the responsibilities for the repair of highways rested 
truly on the ‘‘ inhabitants at large,” worth preserving? The 
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average private practitioner would probably answer in the 
negative, mindful of the many occasions on which he has 
had to advise some elderly client that he (or she) had no 
remedy against the local council in respect of the disgraceful 
condition of some footpath or carriage crossing. From the 
point of view of the highway authority, of course, the answer 
is by no means so obvious. Claims will be many and very 
difficult to check ; contributory negligence on the part of the 
plaintiff should certainly be a defence (and in such a case, 
it is suggested, there should be no question of “ sharing ”’ 
the liability), but in practice it would probably be very difficult 
to prove any such contributory negligence in any particular 
case. 

Local authorities and other “ mighty subjects,’ such as 
public companies and statutory corporations, are, perhaps 
understandably, already “ fair game” for tort claims, and 
if the defence of nonfeasance were abolished there is no 
doubt but that many further claims would be made. On 
the other hand, it is doubtful whether the probability of 
claims would in fact result in any substantially higher 
standards of highway maintenance ; by and large highway 
authorities in general carry out such works of maintenance 
and repair as their finances (often limited) will permit; in 
many instances also, the lack of repairs or improvements may 
be due to difficulties in obtaining Ministry of Transport 
approval, which is an essential prerequisite to government 
grant in the case of classified roads. 

It is therefore submitted that if the defence of nonfeasance 
is to be abolished, the abolition should not be unconditional. 
In order to establish liability in respect of a failure to maintain 
a highway on the part of the responsible highway authority, 
as a consequence whereof the plaintiff has suffered injury, 
the plaintiff should be required to establish some facts 
indicating that the highway authority knew, or ought to have 
known, of the particular source of danger in question, and 
that they had had a reasonable opportunity of making good 
such lack of repair or other defects. In present conditions 
of high wages, it seems unreasonable to expect highway 
authorities to employ staff solely for the purpose of patrolling 
the highways under their jurisdiction with the object of 
detecting potential sources of danger. On the other hand, 
if it can be established that some member of the public has 
formerly complained of the particular matter (to the appro- 
priate council officials, and not simply to a member of the 
council), it becomes more reasonable that the highway 
authority should in law be expected to accept liability.

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THE THORN IN THE FLESH 


It is fashionable nowadays for politicians as well as writers on 
company law to concern themselves greatly with the interests 
of the small investor, and to seek to protect him against unfair 
treatment at the hands of the big shareholders and the 
board of directors, and to ensure that he is given as much 
information as possible about the company into whose keeping 
he has entrusted his savings. All this is no doubt meritorious, 
but it tends to overshadow some almost intractable problems 
which often arise in small and medium-sized companies where 
deference to the wishes and whims of minority shareholders 
could easily reduce the company to a state of paralysis. The 
type of shareholder whose activities might lead to this pass if 
unchecked is usually a fairly substantial shareholder in terms 
of the percentage of the company’s issued capital which he 
holds ; although the amount of cash he puts into the company 
is not great, he usually holds between 5 per cent. and 20 per 
cent. of its equity shares, so that his opinions command some 
attention. Furthermore, he usually falls into one of the 
following three categories. He is either an aspirant for 
membership of the board, and considers that his activities 
will show that he is a live wire whose services the directors 
cannot do without, or at least that he is likely to be more 
tractable if brought on to the board than left outside it ; or 
he is in business on his own account, and seeks to glean as 
much information as possible from the company about its 
financial position, mode of operation, staff and customers for 
the benefit of his own business, and, probably, so as to seduce 
competent employees and useful customers of the company ; 
or he is one of those curious but far from rare people who like 
making themselves a nuisance by constantly demonstrating 
how much better they could manage the company’s affairs 
than the present board if only they were called from their 
detached position of opposition, a position whose entertainment 
value they would, in fact, on no account give up. 


Ousting the troublemaker 


The practitioner usually encounters such characters only 
when the directors come to him with a plea like that which 
Henry II is said to have addressed to the four knights who 
slew Thomas a Becket : ‘‘ Who will rid me of this turbulent 
priest?’ Admittedly, the directors do not contemplate 
physical violence, but they do want some way opened for 
them whereby the troublemaker may be expelled from the 
company. It is of little consolation to tell them that they 
should not have accepted his investment in the first place ; 
the answer to that is usually that they had no reason to suspect 
his dangerous propensities until he had become a shareholder. 


The first thought that occurs to one is that a generous offer 
should be made to the troublemaker for his shares. Unless 
the directors’ generosity is very elastic, however, this rarely 
produces results, especially with the man who enjoys being 
the leader of the opposition, and to whom the entertainment 
value of re-investing in gilt-edged would be very small beer. 
Then one turns to the articles of association of the company 
to see whether they have all along contained a power for the 
majority shareholders to insist on the minority selling out their 
shares if the majority wish. Such a power is valid (Borland’s 
Trustee v. Steel Bros. & Co., Ltd. {1901} 1 Ch. 279), and even 
if the price at which the minority shareholder is compelled to 
sell his shares by the terms of the articles is substantially 
less than their current market value, the court will not infer 
that the majority acted in bad faith in exercising the power, 


nor will the court be influenced by the majority's obvious desire 
to expel the minority shareholder, and the compulsory sale of 
the minority shareholder’s shares will consequently be upheld 
(Phillips v. Manufacturers’ Securities, Ltd. (1917), 86 L.J. Ch. 
305). 

Usually, however, the articles contain no such power, and 
one then asks why a power to expropriate the minority share- 
holder should not be inserted in the articles by altering them 
under the Companies Act, 1948, s. 10. Unfortunately, one 
here encounters the difficulty that an alteration of the articles 
will be upheld by the court only if it is made for the benefit of 
present and future members of the company as a whole 
(Allen v. Gold Reefs of West Africa, Lid. {1900} 1 Ch. 6506; 
Greenhalgh v. Arderne Cinemas, Lid. [1951] Ch. 286), and it 
has been held that the insertion of a bare power enabling the 
majority to expropriate a minority shareholder does not come 
up to this requirement, even if the price to be paid for the 
shares is a fair one (Brown v. British Abrasive Wheel Co. 
[1919] 1 Ch. 290; Dafen Tinplate Co. v. Llanelly Steel Co. 
(1907), Lid. [1920] 2 Ch. 124). In the second of these two 
cases Peterson, J., said (at p. 141) :— 

“‘ It may be for the benefit of the majority of the shareholders 
to acquire the shares of the minority, but how can it be said to 
be for the benefit of the company that any shareholder against 
whom no charge of acting to the detriment of the company 
can be urged, and who is in every respect a desirable member 
of the company, and for whose expropriation there is no reason 
except the will of the majority, should be forced to transfer his 
shares to the majority or to anyone else ? ”’ 

The directors whom one is advising should not take too much 
comfort from the qualifications in this passage. It does not 
follow that, because a shareholder is making himself a nuisance 
to the board, he is acting to the detriment of the company, 
and, in fact, the minority shareholder in the Dafen Tinplate Co. 
case had caused the company more difficulties than thie 
average troublemaker shareholder is usually able to do. In 
the one case where the insertion of a power of expropriation 
has been upheld (Sidebottam v. Kershaw, Leese & Co. (192) 
1 Ch. 154), the reason for the power being taken was to 
protect the company from shareholders using confidential 
information obtained by them as such for the purpose of 
competing businesses of their own, and the power was limited 
to cases where the expropriated shareholders were carrying on 
competing undertakings. It would seem that only in circum- 
stances of this sort, where the expropriated shareholder |s 
damaging the company’s goodwill or assets, and thius 
diminishing the value of his fellow shareholders’ investments, 
may the power be inserted in the articles and exercised. 


An alteration of the articles, therefore, does not hold out 
much hope of achieving the directors’ object. One's final 
resort is the Companies Act, 1948, s. 209. This section enables 
a company (called “ the transferee”) which has offered to 
acquire the shares or a class of shares of another company 
from the existing holders, and whose offer has been accepted 
by the holders of 90 per cent. of the shares involved, to require 
the shareholders who have not accepted its offer to transfer 
their shares to it at the price offered, unless the court other- 
wise orders on the application of a residual shareholder. The 
section was enacted to facilitate the effective completion 0! 4 
take-over when the transferee is a concern independent of the 
original company, but the section is general in terms, and 1s 
available to majority shareholders of the original company 
who form the transferee and sell their own shares to it for the

WHEN THE MESSAGE CAME FROM THE HOSPITAL, Mrs. Hardy’s 
life changed. Your husband has T.B. they said. Don’t worry, it 
isn’t the killing disease it used to be. But Mrs. Hardy’s life changed 
just the same. 

Instead of her husband’s wages, there was National .-Assistance. 
The half-paid-for hire purchase furniture ceased to be the promise 
of the new Council House they had been awaiting for eight years, 
and became instead a terrifying financial liability. 

Then came the second blow. A routine check-up, and they told 
her, your six-year old daughter has T.B. too. Don’t worry, it isn’t 
the killing disease it used to be. She can stay at home. Just give her 
lots of good food and milk, and keep her warm. 

But there was no money for good food. The milk bills went 
unpaid. There was no money for coal, to keep a sick child warm. 

Then they wrote to her again. Your Council House, they said, 
it’s ready. Just drop in and collect the key. Congratulations. 

But Mrs. Hardy did not go. She cried alone, because the money 
she had had to spend in the past few weeks on food and milk, that 
was the money saved up for curtains and floor coverings. What 
was the use of a new house with no curtains, bare floors, and no 
coal to keep a sick child warm? She could not tell her husband. 
They said at the hospital, he musn’t be worried. He isn’t recovering 
as fast as he should, and mustn’t be worried. 

Mrs. Hardy wrote to SSAFA. Strictly speaking, SSAFA was not 
obliged to help. Mr. Hardy was an ex-serviceman, but he did not 
meet his wife until long after he had left the army. The Hardys 
didn’t class as an “ex-service family” under SSAFA’s rules. But 
SSAFA did help, because they are that sort of people. 


SSAFA arranged for a grant from the Regimental Fund of 


Mr. Hardy’s old regiment. £25, and it cleared the debts on the 
hire-purchase furniture, and paid the milk bill, and bought the 
coal. And SSAFA gave £10 of their own money. 

You might call it routine. But no case is routine to the 15,000 
voluntary, un-paid SSAFA workers who give the help—or to the 
people who need it.

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sole purpose of enabling the transferee to compel minority 
shareholders of the original company to sell out, and thus give 
sole control over the original company to the majority share- 
holders. The section will work in this way, of course, only if 
the minority shareholder has 10 per cent. or less of the shares 
or class of shares in question ; if his holding exceeds 10 per 
cent. there is no means by which he can be compelled to sell 
out to the transferee company. 


Re Bugle Press, Ltd. 

The question of employing s. 209 in this way arose in the 
recent case of Re Bugle Press, Lid. [1960] 2 W.L.R. 658; 
p. 289, ante. (Incidentally, it is not suggested that the 
minority shareholder in that case was one of the troublemaker 
kind of minority shareholders with whom this article is 
concerned.) In all earlier cases on s. 209, the court was 
concerned with genuine take-over bids, and it had ruled that 
it would relieve the residual shareholder from his duty to sell 
his shares to the transferee only if the price offered was 
substantially less than their value (Re Hoare & Co., Ltd. 
(1933), 150 L.T. 374; Re Press Caps, Ltd. [1949] Ch. 434). 
Che motives of those who controlled the transferee company 
were held immaterial (Re Hoare & Co., Ltd.), and the fact that 
the residual shareholder outlined a fairer method of ascertain- 
ing the value of his shares than that employed by the trans- 
feree would not induce the court to excuse him from selling 
unless he could prove positively that the transferee’s offer was 
unfair (Re Sussex Brick Co., Ltd. [1960] 2 W.L.R. 665 ; p. 329, 
ante). In Re Bugle Press, Ltd., however, Buckley, J., took a 
different line in view of the purpose which the majority 
shareholders sought to achieve. He could not hold that the 
transferee company’s offer for the minority shareholder's 
shares was outside the scope of s. 209, for the section draws 
no distinction between offers depending on the motives of the 
persons who make them. Nor could he invoke any rule 
similar to that which the courts have established in judging 
the validity of alterations in the articles of association. He 
was, however, able to say (after pointing out that the earlier 
on s. 209 all involved genuine take-over bids) (at 
p. 663) :— 

‘ This case, however, seems to me to be quite the reverse of 
that, because here, although as a matter of law the body making 
the offer must be regarded as distinct from the persons who 
hold shares in that body, nevertheless, as a matter of substance 
the persons who are putting forward this offer are the majority 
Shareholders, the only two shareholders in the transferee 
company, and they are the holders of the 90 per cent. majority 
Shareholding whose acceptance of that offer it is suggested 


cases 
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binds the dissenting shareholder also to accept the offer. In 
a case of this kind it seems to me that the onus must clearly 
be on the other side, and that it must be incumbent on the 
majority shareholders to satisfy the court that the scheme is 
one with which the minority shareholder ought reasonably to 
be compelled to fall in.”’ 


3uckley, J., then went on to point out that the transferee 
company had filed no evidence to show that the price offered 
by it was a fair one, and so had not begun to discharge the 
onus of proof resting on it, and he therefore excused the 
minority shareholder from selling his shares. Undoubtedly, 
the minority shareholder in a case of this sort is in a strong 
position on the question whether the price offered is a fair 
one, and if he is able to show a fairer method of calculating 
the price to be paid than that employed by the transferee 
company, it would seem that the court will excuse him from 
selling unless the transferee brings compelling evidence to 
show that the offered price is none the less a fair one. 
Furthermore, the minority shareholder will not undergo the 
difficulty of obtaining evidence to prove the real value of his 
shares which he suffers in the case of a normal take-over. 
In that situation he cannot compel the transferee company to 
disclose any relevant information in its possession as to the 
value of his shares (Re Evertite Locknuts (1938), Ltd. [1945] 
Ch. 220), but in the Re Bugle Press, Lid., type of case the 
transferee will be forced to disclose such information on 
affidavit in order to discharge its onus of proof at the hearing. 
There is one unresolved question, however. In the quotation 
set out above Buckley, J., said that the transferee company’s 
onus is to show that its scheme is “one with which the 
minority shareholder ought reasonably to be compelled to 
fall in.”” He then went on to deal with the question of the 
fairness of the price the transferee offered, but he left it 
uncertain whether the inadequacy of that price is the only 
ground on which it can be held that the minority shareholder 
should not be coerced. Is it open to the court in this kind 
of case to have regard to the motives of the majority share- 
holders and the past conduct of the minority shareholder if 
he has been a troublemaker, and to give a decision based on 
the equities of the case ? If so, is it sufficient for the majority 
shareholders to prove merely that the minority shareholder 
has been a troublemaker and that his exclusion would make for 
peace, or must they show conduct by him which has damaged 
the goodwill or assets of the original company—conduct, in 
other words, which would justify the insertion of a provision 
for the compulsory sale of his shares in the articles of

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Landlord and Tenant Notebook 
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RENT PROPERLY PAYABLE FOR DILAPIDATED FARM 


One of the “ shall nots” in the directions to arbitrators set 
out in the Agricultural Holdings Act, 1948, s. 8 (2), is: 
“ (c) shall not fix the rent at a lower amount by reason of any 
dilapidation or deterioration of, or damage to, buildings or 
land caused or permitted by the tenant.’ There is, appar- 
ently, some difference of opinion about whether the dilapida- 
tion, etc., includes dilapidation not due to breach of contract. 

At first sight, one might expect to find sorne guidance in 
Chichester v. M’Intire (1830), 4 Bligh (N.s.) 78, in which the 
House of Lords reversed an Irish decision granting specific 
performance of an agreement for a lease based on an arbitra- 
tion award. The intending tenant had held the property, 
a house and agricultural land, under a former landlord, for 
a twenty-one years’ term which expired in 1821, and then 
remained in occupation negotiating for a new lease for forty- 
seven years from 1821 with a new owner. Everything having 
been agreed except the rent, the parties agreed to appoint 
arbitrators, and in case the said arbitrators should not agree 
in the premises they should be at liberty to call in a third 
person, “ whose decision, with one of the said arbitrators, 
should regulate the rent ” (Bligh’s report, which is very much 
more, but perhaps unnecessarily much more, detailed than 
Dowling’s, makes it “the rent”; according to Dowling, 
the words were “ regulate the said lease’’). The arbitrators 
did disagree ; the one appointed by the owner considered £150 
the right figure, the one appointed by the intending tenant 
assessing the property at {43. The umpire then came to the 
conclusion that {60 would be the proper amount. The 
intending tenant’s arbitrator having agreed, the umpire and 
he issued an award in which they stated that they, being the 
majority, awarded the property to be worth {60 per annum 
English sterling. 

3ut (i) the umpire then wrote a letter to the intending 
landlord's arbitrator saying that he considered {60 a fair rent 
because the tenant would be able to pay it and intended living 
on the premises, and because the dwelling-house was in a 
bad state “ from the all-destroying hand of time ”’ and the 
tenant had undertaken to spend some £800-{900 in repairing 
it, and (ii) it was found that before the issue of the award the 
arbitrator appointed by the tenant had consulted the wife 
of the tenant, who had urged him to agree to (60. (It will 
have been observed that the umpire had no decisive voice ; 
and Mrs. M’Intire may have had a shrewd idea that the dead- 
lock might have been resolved by splitting the difference, 


_ equally or nearly so, between the £150 and £43.) 


Argument about repairs 


There was a good deal of argument on the question whether 
the intending tenant was obliged to do {£800-worth of repairs 
by virtue of the provisions of his expired twenty-one year 
lease ; a master had reported that at the time of the agreement 
to refer to arbitration he was under no such obligation. There 
was also a great deal of evidence about the value of the 


property, with references to scenery and to the possibility of 


a harbour being constructed nearby (at times, one feels on 
is reading a novel by the late George A. Birmingham). But 
in the end, the judgment in favour of the tenant enforci 
the award, which the landowner had refused even to perus 
was set aside because of the misconduct of the arbitrator in 
(i) taking into consideration an “ agreement” which 
landlord would not be able to enforce, not being a party 
thereto, and (ii) resting his decision not on the result of his 
own judgment but on the will of one of the parties interested 
(It would, no doubt, be a mere quibble to point out t! 
Mrs. M was not a party to the arbitration, any more than 
the appellant was to the agreement to lay out money.) 


Statutory arbitration 


The subject-matter of Chichester v. M’Intire was property 
neglected by the tenant and its condition had influenced the 
tribunal ; but when one comes to consider the position which 
obtains in the case of an arbitration under the Agricultural 
Holdings Act, 1948, s. 8, the background has other important 
features. 

For what is sought by such an arbitration is a variation 
of an existing rent. By ibid., s. 8 (3), no increase or reduction 
can be brought about which will take effect sooner than three 
years from either the commencement of the tenancy, the dat: 
of any previous change (by arbitration or agreement) or the 
date when a previous direction was made which did not alter 
the rent. 

So there must have been three years of tenancy at a rent 
which one party now considered too low or too high; and, 
during that period, one or the other must have been responsible 
for upkeep. This is looked after by s. 6, the first subsection of 
which authorised the issuing of the Agriculture (Maintenance, 
Repair and Insurance of Fixed Equipment) Regulations, 1948, 
deemed to be incorporated in every contract of tenancy 
“except in so far as they would impose on one of the parties 
to an agreement in writing a liability which under the agree- 
ment is imposed on the other.” If such a liability is imposed 
and effects substantial modifications in the operation of those 
regulations, either party can (after refusal of his request by 
the other) resort to arbitration and obtain variation of the 
written agreement. 

The code represented by the regulations is indeed a 
comprehensive one (see Re Sutherland Settlement Trusts {1953 
Ch. 792), and I would suggest that the “ shall not fix the 
rent at a lower amount by reason of any dilapidation or 
deterioration of, or damage to, buildings or land caused or 
permitted by the tenant” may be said to reflect Equity’s 
principle of considering that what ought to have been done 
has been done: the tenant is not to be allowed to profit by 
his own default. But I agree that an arbitrator may be 
puzzled if he finds that the property, as a result of efforts of 
an exemplary tenant, is above standard. R. B.

UNPRECEDENTED

Some years 
later, something similar occurred in quite different sur- 
roundings, but I was pleased rather than perturbed at another 
advocate’s use of the situation.) 

It is only after much anxious thought that I now refer to 
the Auburn Village Hall ceremony. It originated in a brief 
conversation with his local lordship. 

Look,” he said, ““ What we want is a bit of legal flummery 
when I hand over the village hall and before the bun-fight 
begins.” 

“ Right, my lord,”’ I said. 
with livery of seisin.” 

“No,” he said, “‘ Think of something that isn’t livery.” 

So that was the starting point of a piece of legal composition 
which came to fruition immediately after the next row of 
asterisks.

The speeches having been delivered, the SoLiciror mounts 
the platform and places a black japanned deed box on the 
TABLE and says to the assembled company :— 

“ My lord, ladies and gentlemen. Forasmuch as it has 
pleased his lordship freely to give the freehold premises 
referred to in the foregoing speeches; and divers trustees 
are here gathered together to receive the same gift; now I

HERE AND THERE 


SOLICITORS’ PROGRESS 


[HERE are plenty of legal histories, great and small, but 
curiously few histories of the legal profession as a whole. 
from time to time books are published about the Inns of 
Court, some better, some worse, but the solicitors and their 
origins have attracted far less literary attention. Accordingly, 
Michael Birks undertook a task of genuinely original research 
when in ‘‘ Gentlemen of the Law '’* he set out to produce a 
comprehensive history of attorneys and solicitors from their 
first obscure beginnings in the Middle Ages down to our own 
times. The result is a connected narrative which combines 
scholarship with readability. It has the subsidiary merit of 
generous and well-chosen illustrations, attractive presentation, 
a helpful bibliography appended to each chapter and a

courageously reasonable price which should materially assist 
the sales, a point which law publishers all too rarely take into 
consideration. They have been known before now to stifle 
the circulation of a fine book by parsimonious presentation and 
exorbitant charges. 


IN OTHER MEN’S SHOES 


WE now take it so much for granted that parties to litigation 
should be professionally represented and that the litigant in 
person should be a somewhat eccentric exception that we 
find it hard to imagine a state of affairs when the right was only 
gradually emerging through the successive steps of representa- 
tion first by a friend or relative, then by a remunerated 
semi-amateur and finally by a professional lawyer. It was 
only relatively late that the final refinement of the process 
was reached in the person of the specialist advocate having 
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exclusive right of audience before the superior courts, 
entailing the definite separation of the two branches of the 
legal profession. I am inclined to think that Mr. Birks 
perhaps attaches rather too little importance to the function” 
of the Inns of Chancery in providing, within the framework 
of a homogeneous profession, a background for those who 
performed what became essentially solicitors’ work, a back- 
ground which by the start of the eighteenth century was fast 
fading and receding. 


UNQUALIFIED PRACTITIONERS 


ALL the early part of this book is of absorbing interest, but the 
interest quickens when we reach the eighteenth century and 
the attorney or solicitor becomes recognisably a figure not so 
very different from the legal adviser whom we know to-day, 
although living, moving, and having his being in a far simpler 
context than was afterwards possible. His office was at his 
home ; his staff was small; a great deal of his business was 
conducted at the coffee house. For him Nando’s on the east 
side of the Inner Temple gate was almost what Lloyd's was for 
the shipping insurers. The thing that strikes one as strangest 
about the eighteenth century lawyer, barrister and solicitor 
alike, is his total lack of any formal qualification. There were, 
indeed, profound and brilliant lawyers, but their legal know- 
ledge was esoterically acquired without any acknowledged 
system of instruction. When Joseph Hickey, an attorney 
of immense practice, presented his scapegrace son William 
to his old friend Mr. Justice Yates as a preliminary to his 
being admitted, there was no searching examination of his 
attainments but only an invitation to breakfast at which 
little was discussed but the merits of the judge’s French rolls 
and muffins. After that they drove straight to court and 
young William was sworn in. 


FIRST CONTROLS 
THE predecessors of The Law Society were the Society of 
Gentlemen Practisers in the Courts of Law and Equity 
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founded in 1739 and the Metropolitan Law Society founded 
in 1819. Both did useful work in raising the status of solicitor. 
and attorneys and in laying the foundation of a genera! 
regulation of the profession, but a constant source of anxiety 
to them was how to prevent unqualified men getting in and, 
even more important, how to ensure that rogues should be 
got out. They never really found a solution to either problem 
The climate of eighteenth-century society was unfavourable to 
examinations in any walk of life, while to convict an attorne\ 
or solicitor of professional misconduct was almost prohibitive, 
expensive. The author remarks that more solicitors are now 
struck off the rolls in a year than were struck off in the whole 
of the eighteenth century, though he adds that, as such crimes 
as forgery were then capital offences, the hangman sometimes 
made it superfluous. But that was exceptional. For years 
the notorious William Wreathcock lived prosperously in a 
house in Hatton Garden with a footman, two clerks and 
several female servants. He organised a gang of professional 
witnesses to swear anything required. In 1725 he was one 
of the attorneys in the famous “‘ Highwayman’s Case "’ when 
one highwayman, using suitable euphemisms, sued another 
for a partnership account. In 1735 he was himself convicted 
of highway robbery, condemned to death, reprieved and 
transported, but he returned and resumed practice until he 
was at last finally struck off the rolls in 1752. From that 
era of all too free legal enterprise the author traces the in- 
creasingly effective regulation of practice. From the middle o! 
the nineteenth century onwards he has the advantage, of which 
he makes constant use, of access to the files of THE SoLIciTors’ 
JouRNAL. He leaves the legal profession in a state of transition, 
with the Bar, oppressed by taxation, losing ground to the 
solicitors, and the solicitors, rather too regardless of modern 
commercial development, losing ground to accountants and 
bankers. What the next chapter of their history will be, the 
lawyers must settle for themselves.

Buying a House. By Dupiey Perkins, M.A., Solicitor. 
With a foreword by Sir Sydney Littlewood, president of The 
Law Society. pp. 18. 1960. London: The Solicitors’ Law

In advertising this booklet its publishers urge us to give a 

copy to our clients. We have acceded to this request and our 

review copy was given to a client who was most interested in 
what went on behind the scenes when he bought his house. 

He writes : 

This booklet is adapted from a part of Mr. Perkins’ book, 

Can I Help You?” It is designed to explain to the layman 
what legal and other problems can arise in connection with the 
purchase of a house and the manner in which a solicitor has to 
deal with some of them. It is apparently envisaged by the 
publishers that the booklet will take its place on the waiting-room 
table for perusal by clients, and that it will prepare, if not 
reconcile, them for the inevitable delay before completion can 


take place as well as for the costs involved (examples of which are 
given). On the face of it, it must be said that the client seems to 
get a very great deal for the fee he pays 

In some respects, however, the author appears to overstate 
his case. For example in dealing with pre-contract inquiries, 
Mr. Perkins says: ‘‘ Some purchasers fancy that they could ask 
these questions for themselves . but even if they did, would 
they understand the significance of the answers?" When 
purchasing my own house I was shown these “‘ answers ’’ which 
appeared significant chiefly for their evasiveness, “ Inspection 
will reveal ’’ and ‘“‘ Not so far as the Vendor is aware "’ taking the 
place of a straight ‘“‘ Yes’’ or ‘“‘No’”’! In fact the guiding 
principle appeared to be : 

“Thou shalt not lie, but dost not need 
lo make ‘ Replies’ that won't mislead 

Again, the author labours the difficulties in establishing title 
to unregistered land, but only mentions the land register as an 
afterthought. On the other hand, he rightly stresses a number 
of points not always appreciated by the layman, for example, the 
importance of an independent survey in addition, if applicable, 
to that made for the mortgagee and the meaning of “ subject to 
contract,’ especially the fact that prior to contract a deposit is 
returnable on demand 

It goes without saying that the booklet is extremely readable 
in spite of the regrettable lack of sub-headings 


Sir Travers Humphreys. A Biograpliy. By DouGias G 
BrownE. With a foreword by Christmas Humphreys, ©.( 
pp. (with Index) 384. 1960. London: George G. Harrap & 
Co., Ltd. £1 2s. 6d. net. 

They still flow on, the collections of criminal trials of the last 
few decades, and presumably the spate will continue while the 
public remains hypnotised by the personalities of all thos« 
concerned with major crime such as murder, fraud and treason 
For the present, any author who wants a sure-fire success can 
rely on a combination of a great legal name with a string of the 
more lurid criminal trials, however loosely they may be thrown 
together: once between the covers of a book, the old villains 
rattle their bones happily together and the reader is carried, 
wide-eyed, through the old assortment of fact and speculation 
Whatever the title may indicate—biography, autobiography, 
memoirs, criminology——the recipe apparently never fails, but 
the time may come when the market will be saturated with 
accounts of the unedifying careers of Crippen, Sedden, ef al., be 
they never so elegant. (One treatment this type of book has 
never received, I believe, is the witty-satirical, so perhaps 
there is an opening for one more variation on the sadly familiar 
theme.) Mr. Douglas Browne’s book on Sir Travers Humphreys 
follows the familiar pattern, but the title of biography really 
goes a little far in cynicism. This is probably quite unintentional 
because, as the author explains, Sir Travers had no life but the 
law, and this biography must necessarily be an account of his 
cases. If that be true, the man is not worth a biography and 
the book should have another title. But surely even the life 
of a single-minded lawyer must have some threads running 
through it which could give to a biographer the warp on which 
to weave his cloth? The great difficulty in Sir Humphreys 
as a subject for biography is that his life followed an unvarying 
line of success. There were no early struggles--he was assured 
of a seat in first-class chambers by his family connections with 
Lord Halsbury, then Lord Chancellor, and a “‘ stream of briefs ” 
came to him from his father’s firm of solicitors, C. O. Humphreys, 
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Son & Kershaw, who with Lewis & Lewis shared the cream of 
high-class practice at the time and had in addition an enormous 
amount of just the sort of work which a young man at the Bar 
needs to give him experience and bring him into contact with a 
wide circle of solicitors; the family connections with the City 
brought him a lucrative licensing practice Mr. Christmas 
Humphreys has described how his father would come back from 
a day at Brewster Sessions in the East End of London with 
sixty or more golden guineas jingling in his pocket, a tidy sum 
when income tax was sixpence in the pound and servants were 
paid ten pounds a year, and quite early in his career the young 
Travers, only twenty-seven years old, held a junior brief in the 
cause célébre of all time, his father being the solicitor instructed 
by Oscar Wilde in his duel with Queensberry. Thereafter the 
Steady pace through junior and senior treasury counsel, recorder- 
ships, deputy chairmanship of London sessions, and prosecution 
briefs in innumerable famous cases with a spattering of defence 
briefs, led inevitably to the Bench, where he remained for twenty- 
three years. For sixty years his life revolved round the criminal 
law. Even his writings both prose and verse seem to have been 
entirely concerned with the law, and apart from spending week- 
ends at the wheel of a motor-launch there was no break in this 
life of utter devotion to the law. 

In order to write a life of such a man, extending to 380-odd 
pages, Mr. Browne has described in great detail most of the famous 
cases with which Humphreys was concerned, and some with 
which he was hardly concerned at all. For example, the author 
devotes almost an entire chapter to the “ Brides in the Bath” 
case, in which Humphreys took virtually no part at all, although 
he held one of the junior briefs, because he was in his own words 
“so occupied with other cases at the C.C.C.”” These cases are 
described well and the interest of the reader is held, even in the 
most familiar old stamping-grounds, and no doubt this book 
will succeed for this reason if no other. But if the reader wants 
to learn anything of Humphreys the man, he can safely confine 
himself to the first and third chapters of this book, the short 
epilogue, and the charming foreword in which Mr. Christmas 
Humphreys’ filial devotion probably tells more of the essence 
of the subject of this book than any other part of it. 
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Insurance. By Harotp E. Raynes. pp. (with Index) 202. 
1960. London: Oxford University Press. 8s. 6d. net. 


We found this book both easy and interesting to read and it 
gives an excellent outline of the development of the principles 
and methods of insurance. The author has also examined the 
present-day position with regard to contracts of fire, marine and 
accident insurance, life assurance, comprehensive policies and 
re-insurance and the work includes a consideration of the growth 
of national insurance with brief sketches of the effect of the 
relevant statutes which are now in force, such as the National 
Insurance (Industrial Injuries) Act, 1946, and the National 
Health Service Act, 1946. Although this volume is unlikely to be 
sufficient for examination purposes, it will give students and 
others a valuable introduction to a very important aspect of 
modern life and business affairs. 


Poisons and T.S.A. Guide for Pharmacists in Retail and 
Hospital Practice. Sixth Edition. pp. 75. 1960. Published by 
direction of the Council of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
Britain. London: The Pharmaceutical Press. 7s. 6d. net. 


This little handbook, intended for pharmacists in retail and 
hospital practice, brings together all the legislation relating to 
drugs, poisons and therapeutic substances. This edition also 
includes the recommendations by the Council of the Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society to members of the Society regarding the sale of certain 
substances such as slimming drugs, oral diabetic therapeutic 
substances and tranquillisers, which are not controlled by 
legislation but hold special dangers for the public. The book 
ends with a complete list of all poisons ordinarily available to 
and handled by pharmacists, with their schedules or other classifi- 
cation attached: many proprietary preparations are included, 
although the list does not purport to cover every single prepara- 
tion on sale in this country. 

For those members of the legal profession who are concerned 
at any time with cases involving any of the statutes or rules 
governing the handling of medical substances this book is a 
necessity.

Reform in Debt Collection 


Sir,—W.D.P.’s article in your issue of 27th May (p. 421) is 
a bit of a puzzle. As ‘the most important reform,’’ we are 
bidden to distinguish between business and personal debts. 
I do not understand how the nature of a debt can be affected 
by the circumstances of its origin. However the debt arose, the 
practitioner is faced by exactly the same problem for each debt, 
namely, how to tease money out of a debtor according to his 
present and future means. 


There follow some odd ideas about county courts. Debtors 
can delay matters quite easily; the registrar can compel a 
creditor to accept a debtor's offer; in some areas judgment 
summonses demoralise practitioners ; county courts are trying 
to attract High Court business. Let each of these be examined. 
The plaintiff has the conduct of the proceedings and should make 
it his business to retain the initiative. If, instead, he allows the 
debtor to call the tune, I fail to see who can be blamed but the 
plaintiff. In making an instalment order, the judge or registrar 
is performing a judicial act, founded on the information before 
him. If he should decide to make an order in the same terms as 
those offered by the defendant, he is no more compelling the 
plaintiff to accept the defendant's offer than, for example, in a 
defended action wherein judgment is given for the defendant, 
it can be said that the judge compelled the plaintiff to accept 
the defence. The Disciplinary Committee of The Law Society 
will take care of demoralised practitioners, but those who know 
the history leading to the Debtors Act, 1869, will know that our 
legislators will not be demoralised into lessening their regard for 
the liberty of the subject, just to make this country fit for debt 
collectors to live in. 1 cannot imagine any court trying to attract 
business at all, and the idea of one court trying to attract business 
that is to be undertaken in another court is bizarre, to say the least. 


I do not see how transfer of hire-purchase agreements to 
creditors will help. The bailiff’s warrant directs him to seize 
the goods of the debtor and only assignment to the debtor, which 
W.D.P. does not contemplate, would make them the debtor's 
goods and seizable. It seems odd to press for a method to 
compel a defendant to submit to be examined as to his means 
before judgment, when, as W.D.P. points out, the existing method 
after judgment is rarely used. It is rather like a doctor advising 
his patient to eat oranges instead of lemons, where the patient 
does not eat lemons anyway. All in all it does seem that it Is 
not only debtors who are “often quite obtuse about such 
matters.”

(Our contributor writes: May I comment on Mr. Riches’ 
letter :— 

(a) Business debts: Speed is important as the debtor’s assets 
often fluctuate from day to day. The distinction already exists 
in C.C.R., Ord. 6, r. 2 (2) (a) (ii), and, e.g., the provisions of 
C.C.R., Ord. 8, r. 14, could be extended to individuals in business. 

(b) Delay by the debtor: There is not much initiative for a 
creditor in the country to take when the debtor takes advantage 
of the fact that the registrar is available perhaps only once 4 
fortnight, e.g., streamlining would reduce the debtor’s oppor- 
tunities to delay. 


(c) Registrar's powers on disposal : I agree this is a judicial act. 


But this does not alter the fact that the debtor can fetter the 
creditor's choice of means to enforce the judgment—there 15 
nothing quite like this in the High Court. 
(d) Demoralised practitioners: the Disciplinary Committee 
cannot compel solicitors to undertake county court work, which 
perhaps helps to make this country more fit for debtors to live 1.

House of Lords 


CONFLICT OF LAWS: FOREIGN RETROSPECTIVE 
DECREE EXCEPTING OBLIGATION ON ENGLISH 
DEBT FROM UNIVERSAL SUCCESSION 
Adams and Others v. National Bank of Greece S.A. 
Darling and Others v. Same 
Viscount Simonds, Lord Reid, Lord Radcliffe, Lord Tucker 
and Lord Denning. 19th May, 1960 


\ppeal from the Court of Appeal ({1960] 1 QO.B. 64; 
103 Sot. J. 431). 

In 1927 a Greek mortgage bank issued sterling mortgage 
bonds repayable as to principal in 1957 with interest thereon 
meanwhile. The bonds were unconditionally guaranteed as 
to principal and interest by another Greek bank, and the 
oper law of the bonds and of the ancillary contract of 
guarantee was English law. In 1953 by an Act of the Govern- 
ment of Greece (Act 2292) and by royal decree the guarantor 

ink and a third Greek bank (hitherto unconnected with the 
bonds) were amalgamated into a new banking company, the 
respondent company, and it was enacted that the new company 
was the “ universal successor ”’ to the rights and obligations of 
the amalgamated companies. In National Bank of Greece 
ind Athens S.A. v. Metliss [1958] A.C. 509 (proceedings 
nstituted in December, 1955, by a bondholder claiming 
rears of interest against the respondents), it was held 
that the English courts would give effect to that decree 
‘s transferring to the defendants the liabilities of the 
‘uarantor bank. On 16th July, 1956, the Greek Govern- 
ment passed a legislative decree (Act 3504) amending the 
iw and decree of 1953 so that the respondent company, 
‘is from the time of its creation, became the universal 
uccessor to the rights and obligations of the companies 
imalgamated ‘“‘except for the obligation to which such 
ompanies were liable whether as principal or guarantor 

under bonds payable . . . in gold or foreign currency, 
issued by limited liability companies.” Under Greek law 
that decree had a retrospective effect and absolved the 
respondents from the obligations of the original guarantor 
bank in respect of the bonds. On dates subsequent to 
loth July, 1956, a number of bondholders presented for 
payment coupons covering certain arrears of interest due 


under the bonds. Payment was refused by the mortgage 
bank and by the respondents. The bondholders brought an 
action against the respondents as guarantors under the bonds 
in which the respondents relied on the Greek decree of 1956 
as a decree governing status which the English courts would 
recognise. Diplock, J., rejected that contention and found 
for the bondholders. The Court of Appeal reversed his 
decision. The bondholders appealed. Their lordships took 
time for consideration. 

Viscount Simonps said that the bank’s contention before 
their lordships was that at the dates when writs were issued 
against them (or at the dates when causes of action against 
them accrued) their juristic personality was created by the 
two Acts 2292 and 3504, not, they insisted, by Act 2292 
alone; therefore, in the words of Morris, L.J., who delivered 
the judgment of the Court of Appeal, “ those who need recourse 
to Greek law must take it as they find it. If they assert 
that Greek law can endow, they must recognise that Greek 
law can disendow. If they aver that Greek law can create, 
they must accept that Greek law can change. If they need 
to have the foundation of Greek law upon which to build a 
claim they can hardly say that Greek law as it used to be 
suits them far better than Greek law as it is." The respondent 
bank could not wish to have their case stated more cogently. 
But, said the appellants, that was to approach the question 
in the wrong way. At all material times the old bank and, 
after Act 2292 came into force, the new bank were under an 
obligation to the bondholders to pay the interest and principal 
of the bonds as they became due. The obligation of the old 
bank became the obligation of the new bank as its universal 
successor and was recognised as such by the English court. 
The proper law of the obligation, whether of the old bank 
or the new, was English law, and according to the well- 
established principle of private international law as admini- 
stered in our courts, the obligation could not be altered or 
discharged to the detriment of the English creditor by a 
decree of the Greek Government. It was, they said, 
immaterial that the Greek court might pay regard to the new 
law. That was the problem and those the rival contentions. 
It was obvious that that of the respondent bank rested on 
the assertion that the new bank did not come into any 
contractual relation with the bondholders and that, therefore, 
the principle of international law referred to could have 
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no application. It was said that in the Metliss case, supra, 
the English court affirmed the liability of the respondent 
bank under Act 2292 because it recognised the status of 
the new bank as the “ universal successor "’ of the old bank : 
this was a question of status and, if the status was changed 
by Greek law, then the obligations originally imposed by 
Act 2292 would change also. The status (so the argument 
proceeded) was in fact changed by Act 3504 which purported 
to absolve the new bank from its former obligations: 
therefore, the new bank was no longer liable. That argument 
was, in his lordship’s opinion, unsound. It was no doubt 
true that in the Meliss case, supra, the decisive reason for 
holding the respondent bank liable to the bondholders was 
that, its status being recognised as universal successor to 
the old bank, it would be illogical to ignore such an essential 
incident of its creation as its liability for the old bank’s 
obligations. But what did that mean but that the contractual 
relation which had existed between the bondholders and the 
old company now existed between them and the new company ? 
The new company stood, it was said, in the shoes of the old, 
a metaphorical expression, no doubt, and to be distrusted 
accordingly, but vividly expressive of the consequences of 
universal succession. In the Metliss case, supra, their 
lordships were net concerned with the question whether the 
legal relation between the parties ensuing from Act 2292 
was contractual or something else. But if he (his lordship) said 
that from that moment the new bank was bound by the 
old bank’s obligations to the bondholders, and was at the same 
time entitled to all the defences which the old bank would 
have had by English law to their claims, he described a 
relation which was indistinguishable from that which arose 
out of contract. There was nothing in the speeches of their 
lordships in the Metliss case, supra, which suggested a contrary 
view. That being the position from 27th February, 1953, 
to 16th July, 1956, he was at a loss to understand how any 
act or law of the Greek Government after that date could 
affect the position. Greek law was the law of the respondent 
bank’s being: it might therefore have been dissolved by 
Greek decree : but it would, none the less, have been subject 
to be wound up in the courts of this country and would 
have met the same claims, dead as alive. However, it was 
not dissolved, but by Act 3504 was declared not to be subject 
to certain liabilities of the old bank, and, moreover, retro- 
spectively declared never to have been so liable. It could 
not be denied that, if the obligation of the new bank under 
Act 2292 was contractual, no alteration of it by Greek law 
would be effective in our court. It was upon the reiteration 
of the blessed word “status” that the respondents relied. 
The obligation rested on status: the status was altered: 
the obligation disappeared—in fact was never there. He 
(his lordship) doubted whether anything was to be gained by 
debating whether Act 3504 should be described as an Act 
affecting status or an Act discharging contracts. Give it 
what label one would, its effect was that it purported to relieve 
the respondent bank of a liability theretofore enforceable 
against it, and, for his part, he would not hesitate to say 
that the principle of private international law in regard to 
discharge or alteration of a contract was applicable whatever 
device of nomenclature was used, if the effect of the challenged 
decree was the discharge or alteration of contractual rights. 
It was also a conspicuous fallacy of the respondents’ argument 
that the relation between the parties commenced when the 
cause of action accrued, and that at that moment the 
appellants, having recourse to Greek law, must take it as it 
was in the whole, that was, Act 2292 as amended by Act 3504. 
But that was a wrong assumption. From the moment that 
Act 2292 became operative the respondent bank was under 
an obligation to the bondholders, inchoate perhaps, but 
inescapable, when according to its terms it became enforceable. 
It was to that Act alone that the bondholders were entitled 
and bound to look. It was true enough that their right and 
duty arose because the English court recognised the new 
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bank as having the status of universal successor of the old 
bank—a thing it surely would not have done if the Act had 
purported to vest assets but not liabilities—but it was not 
crucial or, strictly speaking, relevant to ask how or wh, 
such recognition was given or how or why the obligation arose. 
The fact and the only material fact, was that it did arise. 
and, having arisen, it was not to be displaced by Greek law. 
In his opinion the appeal should be allowed. 


The other noble and learned lords delivered concurring 
opinions. Appeal allowed.

INTENTION TO DEMOLISH OR RECONSTRUCT : 
WHETHER TENANTS ENTITLED TO DISCOVERY 
IN PROCEEDINGS ON ORIGINATING SUMMONS 
Wine Shippers (London), oe] v. Bath House Syndicate, 


Buckley, J. 4th May, 1960 
Procedure summons. 


Landlords, a limited company, served a notice under s. 30 
of the Landlord and Tenant Act, 1954, determining a tenancy 
of business premises on 31st March, 1960, stating that they 
would oppose any application for a new tenancy on the ground 
open to them under s. 30 (1) (f) of the Act, that they intended 
to demolish or reconstruct the whole of the premises and 
could not reasonably do so without obtaining possession. 
The tenants served a counter-notice under the Act arid they 
applied to the court by originating summons for the grant 
of a new tenancy. The tenants did not admit that the 
landlords had the requisite intention to demolish or recon- 
struct the premises and the master adjourned the originating 
summons into court to be tried on cross-examination of depo- 
nents on their affidavits and on oral evidence-in-chief to be cross- 
examined to. The tenants applied by summons for discovery 
of a large number of documents, including correspondence, 
planning permissions, building and bye-law consents and 
agreements or contracts for the demolition and/or reconstruc- 
tion of this and adjoining property ; accounts for the last two 
accounting years showing the landlords’ financial position 
to meet the expenditure involved, and the landlords’ steps 
to determine certain interests in adjoining property and all 
correspondence in connection therewith. 

BucKLEY, J., said that it was unusual in proceedings com- 
menced by originating summons for there to be any discovery 
of documents, and he had to consider whether the case was 
of a special nature, where the facts were such as to justify an 
order (see In re Borthwick ; Borthwick v. Beauvais {1948 
Ch. 645). The evidence so far filed was not the whole evidence 
which it would be necessary for the parties to adduce at the 
trial. It was for the landlords to prove that they had a 
settled intention to carry out their project. Since their 
project was for redevelopment, the intention to demolish 
depended prima facie on their being able to redevelop advan- 
tageously when they obtained possession, and they proposed 
to call evidence which would prove that. But to enable the 
evidence before the court to be properly tested, it was right 
that the tenants should have an opportunity of arming 
themselves to cross-examine. The tenants did not know 
what the evidence-in-chief would be, and in order to put 
themselves in a position to cross-examine they ought to have 
discovery. His lordship would order discovery of. such 
documents as might be proper for the landlords to disclose 
bearing on the question of whether or not they had a firm and

By a lease dated Ist November, 1928, certain property 
was demised for a term of thirty-five years from 24th June, 
1926, upon certain terms and conditions, including, inter alia, 
the following provision: “ The lessors will at the written 
request of the lessee made twelve months before the expiration 
of the term hereby created . . . at the expense of the lessee 
grant to him a lease of the demised premises for the further 
term of thirty-five years from the expiration of the said 
term hereby granted at the same rent and containing the like 
covenants and provisions as are herein contained with the 
exception of the present provision for renewal the lessee on 
the execution of such renewed lease to execute a counterpart 
thereof.’’ On 15th October, 1953, the tenants gave written 
notice to the landlords of their wish to take up that option 
for renewal and on 18th November, 1953, the landlords 
notified the tenants that they were advised that the option 
was void by reason of s. 149 (3) of the Law of Property Act, 
1925. The tenants took out a summons to determine, 
inter alia, whether, on the true construction of s. 149 (3), 
the provision for renewal was valid or void. 

BuckLey, J., said that it had been contended for the 
tenants that s. 149 (3) made it impossible to create a 
reversionary term—that was, a term taking effect more than 
twenty-one years from the date of the instrument creating 
the term—and invalidated any contract to create a term which 
would not commence until twenty-one years after the date 
of the instrument creating such a term but that it did not 
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invalidate a contract to create a lease, at however remote a 
date in the future, which, when it was granted, would create 
a term which would take effect within twenty-one years of 
the date of that lease. Looking at the words of the section 
carefully and analytically, the part of the subsection dealing 
with contracts must, according to its strict grammatical 
construction, mean that any contract to create a term to 
take effect more than twenty-one years from the date of the 
instrument purporting to create it should be void, that was, 
the strict literal construction led to the result for which the 
tenants contended. It had been said that that produced a 
result which the court should be unwilling to accept but the 
subsection was quite consistent in its language throughout, 
there was no repugnancy, no absurdity, no hardship, and the 
court was bound to give effect to its language on its true 
terms. On those terms, the subsection was confined, as 
far as contracts were concerned, to contracts to create a 
term which, when created, would take effect more than 
twenty-one years from the date of the instrument creating it ; 
that was, it invalidated contracts for the granting of leases 
which would, when granted, be reversionary the 
postponement of the commencement of the term being for 
more than twenty-one years. Accordingly, on the true 
construction of the section, the provision for renewal in the 
lease was a valid provision. Declaration accordingly.

“THE SOLICITORS’ JOURNAL,” 
16th JUNE, 1860 


On the 16th June, 1860, THE Soricitors’ JOURNAL wrote: 
‘lf any layman or lawyer thinks it is an easy matter to draw up 
itticles of association . . . the case of the Westminster Palace 
Hotel Co. may convey a useful warning. A clause in the articles 
has furnished matter for two complete arguments and has 
roduced a difference of opinion between the judges . . 
Notwithstanding the professed desire of the judges to avoid 
extending the jurisdiction of the Court of Chancery, dissatisfied 
minorities of shareholders will be constantly trying to obtain 
injunctions to control the actions of majorities; and thus the 
question will perpetually arise whether certain proceedings are 
or are not within the purposes of the company, as described in the 
articles of association. In order, therefore, to avoid litigation 
during the operation of such companies, it will be necessary to 
obtain the best legal assistance in their formation. Thus the 
moral... appears to be... that the best way to escape 
lawsuits is to employ lawyers. We believe that the Westminster 
Palace Hotel Co. originated in admiration of the success of the 
hotel . . . built at Paddington adjoining the Great Western 
Railway Station . . . The success of this hotel is perhaps partly 
due to the absence of litigation among the proprietors. They are 
reputed to divide 25 or 30 per cent. profits and the Westminster 
Palace Hotel, which was to be much larger, could not. fail, 


according to the calculations, to be at least as lucrative. Theo- 
retically, the largest hotel gives the largest profit but, 
practically, grand conceptions do not always ensure good 
dividends. The directors and the majority of the shareholders 
of the Palace Hotel Co. inclined to a safe and moderate course 
They proposed to let about half their premises to the India 
Board . . . and to try at first the experiment of hotel-keeping 
in the other half . . . But the minority of the shareholders 
wished to go for 30 per cent. or nothing . It was a conflict 
between caution and speculative audacity The dissentient 
minority say they want to open the whole of the hotel immediately 
and therefore it is not ‘ conducive’ to the objects contemplated 
by them that the company should let off half of it fora term... 
Surely it is not the ordinary business of an hotel or tavern to 
let half of it . It was urged that the clerks might be induced 
to dine at the hotel after office hours, and that Indian princes 
and other persons having business with the Board might be 
tempted to take up their abode at the hotel for the more efficient 
presentation of those steady solicitations which are necessary to 
get affairs transacted at a public office . . .This part of the case 
deserves attention chiefly as an encouraging example of how 
much may be found to say on the wrong side of a very simple 
and clear question ”’

Finance Act, 1949—-Lanp Tax REDEMPTION 


Q. By his will, 4 devised to B a freehold farm (incidentally the 
devise was not free of estate duty rhe farm is subject to land 
tax. Following A's death the land tax must be redeemed under 
Pt. V of the Finance Act, 1949 Is the redemption money 
payable by the executors out of the residue of the estate or must 
the money be provided by B as specific devisee ? 

A. The redemption money is payable by the person who is 
estate owner immediately after the property becomes liable to 


redemption (Finance Act, 1949 +0 (2)). Where redemption 
becomes obligatory on death payment must be by the personal 
representatives (ibid., s. 40 (5)). There is no statutory power to 


recover the amount from a specific devisee. It has been suggested 
that he may be liable to repay because the sum is a charge on 
the property within the Administration of Estates Act, 1925, s. 35. 
We do not agree with this suggestion because s. 35 applies only 
if there was a charge before death and the charge for the redemp- 
tion money (as distinct from the obligation to pay the tax itself) 
first arises on death. The problem is a difficult one and it is 
discussed in Emmet on Title, 14th ed., First Supplement, p. 50 
As there stated it seems only fair that the devisee should pay 
and we think there is much to be said for the suggestion in Emmet, 
namely, that before executing an assent to the devise he should 
be asked to repay redemption money under the threat that the 
representatives will go to the court for instructions if he refuses.

obtain one grant to cover both the general estate of the deceased 
tenant for life, and the settled land, it is very undesirable to do 
this. In fact, the settled land is the only asset that there is, 
apart from a small insurance policy, and it is desired to avoid 
the expense of amending the general grant and taking out a 
fresh settled land grant. Will you advise, please, whether the 
settled land trustees can properly vest the land in the new tenant 
for life under the general grant of probate which they have 
obtained. It seems to us that where the executors and the 
trustees are the same persons, it is simpler and cheaper to take 
out one grant rather than two. We do not see what objection 
there is to doing this. 


A. It will be noted that Emmet states that it is possible to 
obtain one grant although undesirable to do so. The reason 
why it is undesirable is that a purchaser who knows the settlement 
continued may well consider he is put on inquiry as to the 
validity of the grant. Nevertheless, we are of the opinion that 
the trustees, as personal representatives by virtue of the general 
grant, can validly vest the legal estate in the new tenant for lite 
We think the argument in Emmet, op. cit., p. 46, para. 2, and p. 44, 
applies similarly to the present facts. The grant is a good one 
and a purchaser would be obliged to accept it (if for no other 
reason) by virtue of the Law of Property Act, 1925, s. 204 (1 
In any event, in the circumstances, the court had jurisdiction to 
make a grant to the trustees (in one capacity or the other) in 
respect of the whole of the deceased’s property.

Finance Act, 1949 

Q. By his will, A devised to B a freehold farm (incidentally the 

devise was not free of estate duty). The farm is subject to land 

tax. Following A’s death the land tax must be redeemed under 

Pt. V of the Finance Act, 1949. Is the redemption money 

payable by the executors out of the residue of the estate or must 
the money be provided by B as specific devisee ? 


LAND TAX REDEMPTION 


A. The redemption.money is payable by the person who is 
estate owner immediately after the property becomes liable to 
redemption (Finance Act, 1949, s. 40 (2)). Where redemption 
becomes obligatory on death payment must be by the personal 
representatives (ibid., s. 40 (5)). There is no statutory power to 
recover the amount from a specific devisee. It has been suggested 
that he may be liable to repay because the sum is a charge on 
the property within the Administration of Estates Act, 1925, s. 35. 
We do not agree with this suggestion because s. 35 applies only 
if there was a charge before death and the charge for the redemp- 
tion money (as distinct from the obligation to pay the tax itself) 
first arises on death. The problem is a difficult one and it is 
discussed in Emmet on Title, 14th ed., First Supplement, p. 50 
As there stated it seems only fair that the devisee should pay 
and we think there is much to be said for the suggestion in Emmet, 
namely, that before executing an assent to the devise he should 
be asked to repay redemption money under the threat that the 
representatives will go to the court for instructions if he refuses. 


Settled Land—Devo._utTion—Lanp REMAINING SETTLED LAND 
oN DeatH OF LiIrE-TENANT—WHETHER GENERAL GRANT OF 
PROBATE SUFFICIENT 


Q. We act for the trustees of settled land and also for the 
executors of a tenant for life, who has recently died. By his 
will, the tenant for life appointed the trustees of the settlement 
to be his executors. A general grant of probate has been taken 
out by the executors, who propose to execute a vesting assent in 
favour of the new tenant for life. The solicitors representing the 


new tenant for life referred us to Emmet on Title, 14th ed., 
vol. 2, p. 46, where it is stated that, although it is possible to 


obtain one grant to cover both the general estate of the deceased 
tenant for life, and the settled land, it is very undesirable to do 
this. In fact, the settled land is the only asset that there is, 
apart from a small insurance policy, and it is desired to avoid 
the expense of amending the general grant and taking out a 
fresh settled land grant. Will you advise, please, whether the 
settled land trustees can properly vest the land in the new tenant 
for life under the general grant of probate which they have 
obtained. It seems to us that where the executors and the 
trustees are the same persons, it is simpler and cheaper to take 
out one grant rather than two. We do not see what objection 
there is to doing this. 


A. It will be noted that Emmet states that it is possible to 
obtain one grant although undesirable to do so. The reason 
why it is undesirable is that a purchaser who knows the settlement 
continued may well consider he is put on inquiry as to the 
validity of the grant. Nevertheless, we are of the opinion that 
the trustees, as personal representatives by virtue of the general 
grant, can validly vest the legal estate in the new tenant for life 
We think the argument in Emmet, op. cit., p. 46, para. 2, and p. 44, 
applies similarly to the present facts. The grant is a good one 
and a purchaser would be obliged to accept it (if for no other 
reason) by virtue of the Law of Property Act, 1925, s. 204 (1). 
In any event, in the circumstances, the court had jurisdiction to 
make a grant to the trustees (in one capacity or the other) in 
respect of the whole of the deceased’s property.
